PURPOSE: Review of 1975 Proposed County Budget 


The meeting was called to order at 9:40 a.m. by Convention Chairman 
Kenneth L. Senter, who, after announcing the purpose of the meeting, 
asked for the roll call by the Clerk, Annie Mae Schwaner, to estab- 
lish the presence of a quorum. Answering the call were the Honorable 
Representatives: Gillis, Griffin, Maynard, Connors, Ellis, Wilson, 
Bege, Goodrich; Niebling;*Skinner, Gage, Boucher, Goff, Read, Cum- 
mings, Schwaner, Cunningham, Senter.

Rep. Senter gave the conduct of themeeting over to the Chairman of 
the Executive Committee, Charles E. Cummings. 


It was decided early in the meeting that no discussion of wages or 
salaries would be entered on since that area was being covered by 
the Subcommittee on Salaries who would present its report later in 
the week. The subcommittees on various departments answered ques- 
tions regarding budgets in their assigned areas and entered their 
recommendations for approval, The Executive Board's vote recommend- 
ing acceptance of the departmental budgets specifically excluded 
salary increases and ''Specials'' which would not be discussed at this 
time. 


The 1974 budget showing expenditures of $5,246,740.72; actual income 
Gimebeyo2,485505; less 1974 encumbrances of $166,005.15, and leaving 

a budget figure of $369,739.17 on motion duly voted was unanimously 

approved. 


On Rep, Ellis' motion, it was voted to table discussion of proposed 
County Home maintenance ''Specials'' pending receipt of the report on 
Revenue Sharing by that subcommittee which is promised during the 
week. A later interjection of another proposal that would be funded 
' through Revenue Sharing was abruptly terminated by the reminder of 
the vote tabling discussion. The motlon was proposed and seconded 
that would remove it from the table but opposition to the removal 
led to withdrawal of the second and the motion, Since the public 
hearing is set for the coming Saturday at 9:30 a,m. and these things 
must be heard by the Executive Committee for recommendation before 
then, Rep. Maynard's motion was voted setting a meeting of the Rev- 
enue Sharing committee with the Commissioners for Wednesday afternoon. 
The report of the subcommittee would then be made to the Executive 
Committee on Saturday morning before the public hearing when it will 
meet in executive session. James Guyett, President of the United 
Public Servants Union, will address the board at that time also with 
regards to the County Home staff who have become dues-paying members 
of his organization. 


Rep. Read reported his Salaries Subcommittee's executive action 
voting increases to $2420.00 for the Treastirer and tases 300g00 0n 
the Deputy Treasurer, and Rep. Senter moved that this increase be 
voted as presented by the subcommittee with the increase in social 
security ‘to a ‘recommended®to tal Voft92967 Si2e i leiwas tsomvoued: 


Another recommendation was duly voted deleting the $2000.00 proposed 
for the Probate Judge's expense in the 1975 budget with Rep. Gillis 
voting in opposition. The subcommittee chairman, Rep. Gage, offered 
to return with substantive information after seeing Judge Treat on 
this item and presenting the Board's request for a figure represen- 
ting the fees collected by his office. She was advised that it 
would be welcome input but that the recommendation for deletion 
would stand for presentation to the public. 


Rep. Connors' motion was duly voted recommending an increase of the 
appropriation for Delegation Expense from $7000.00 to $12,000.00 due 
to increased participation of the Representatives with Representa- 
tives Goodrich and Skinner on record in opposition to the increase. 


The Board of Commissioners was commended for their efforts in holding 
the proposed budget down to a level which shows a 3% decrease on 

last year’s” Ti nal fTigures

PURPOSE: ‘To Consider -the Proposed Budget for 1975 


The public hearing on the budget was held this date at the County 
Home in Brentwood, New Hampshire. The Executive Committee answered 
the roll call“by the C ferk tas troll ows: Representative: Senter, 
Cunningham, Schwaner, Cummings, Wilson, Skinner, Read, Gage, Goff, 
Goodrich, Gillis, Niebling, Page, Ellis, Maynard.) Griffin, Connores 
Boucher. 


Also present were the Board of Commissioners; department heads, 
petitioners from various agencies seeking funding; members of the 
general public; and the press. 


The meeting convened at 9:40 a.m. following the Executive Committee's 
adjournment of its executive session. Chairman Senter requested that 
each person recognized by the Chair identify himself by name and town 
before speaking. He introduced the newly elected Commissioner, Vesta 
M. Roy, to the body and thereafter turned the meeting over to the 
Executive Committee Chairman, Charles E. Cummings, who proceeded with 
the discussion of the proposed budget for 1975. 


the Commissioners’ salaries; currently’ $21,000.00, was the, first 

item and a reported vote of the Executive Committee in its executive 
session proposed increasing that by a token $500.00 each for a total 
See figure of $22,500.00°-' a’ 7% "increase Edith Holland, Register 
of Deeds, spoke on behalf of the Commissioners, commending their 
dedication as hard-working, full-time people. The amount expended in 
1974 in excess of the appropriation for Commissioners! expenses was 
explained by Commissioner Driscoll as a reimbursed expense incurred 
by the Board in its pursuit of its resultant designation as an eli- 
gible administrator of Manpower programs which has brought over Ten 
Million Dollars into the County from the federal government. 


The County Attorney's budget was presented by G. Page Brown, Asst. 
County Attorney, and on the comment that there was no recommendation 
for a salary increase in this budget, Rep. Cunningham reported that 
no request had been made. The Assistant's salary will be 3/4 funded 
by the Crime Commission, he reported, with only the last quarter 
amounting to $3316.00, to come out of the budget. Sheriff Sampson 
and Unwar Samaha spoke in behalf of the County Attorney citing Carrol] 
and Grafton Counties Attorneys! lesser workload and higher pay and 
the Clerk of Courts expressed his own opinion of Carleton Eldredge's 
performance in superlative terms. Attorney Aeschliman added his rec- 
ommendation of the high excellence in which that office is run, rec- 
ommending that it should be a full-time job with a commensurate pay 
in the vicinity of $25,000.00 to $30,000.00 per year, Rep. Cummings 
advised that it would be taken under consideration. 


The operation of the Register of Deeds department was discussed re- 
garding its income versus its expenses with the information that 
$654.00 has been received in oncome for 1974 over and above the 
amount expended. There was some disapproval expressed regarding 
the Register of Deeds' system of 2% step raises within the regular 
bayoscate — plus ‘the proposed “addition of a) 6% ‘cost-of-living in- 
crease. Commissioner Southwick advised that her employees are re- 
ceiving below average pay and that this small step increase was her 
way of providing some incentive for them. Rep. Read declared that 
the increases his subcommittee had agreed upon was 20¢ per hour for 
all non-salaried employees which would actually amount to more than 
the 6% increase she had requested since her employees are underpaid, 


Unwar Samaha, the Clerk of Courts, outlined the reasons for his in- 
definite, "'either/or'' estimate of income which will depend upon the 
passage of a bill presently in the legislature. If successful, the

Under the "Specials'' portion of the budget 
the Superior Court has requested permission for implementing what 

he categorized as Capital improvements, estimated at a cost of 5720, 
000.00 


Nicholas Aeschliman, Chairman of the Rockingham County Bar Associa- 
tion and the Courthouse Study Committee, spoke to the study commit- 
tee's special request for $1500.00 to finance the fee of architect 
Donald Sumner to work with this committee of attorneys and a com- 
mittee to be appointed by the Convention Chairman to deal with the 
problem of additional space requirements for Superior Court. Repre- 
sentatives Maynard, Ellis and Parr and Brentwood Selectmen Cross, 
among others, were negative in ther attitude toward any expenditures 
in that area, 


The Sheriff's budget was readily understood with some focus on the 
amount set aside for tobacco for the prisoners in the form of ''Dom- 
ino'' cigaretts which have been supplied as a small reward for many 
years as incentive for the work which is done by the prisoners on the 
farm and in the grounds of the County Home and Jail. 


Regarding the County Home's increase in proposed appropriations as 
compared against 1974, Commissioner Driscoll attributed it to the 
number of patients now housed there on a full-year basis with 210 
patients in residence there at the first of last year as compared 
to the present full house of 304 patients. 


The figure on interest on Temporary Loans was reportedly down $51, 
000.00 from the original estimate since a favorable interest rate of 
4.11) per cenit) had) been! treceilved oni the: annual loan Aim) anitiicipe thom 
of taxes, reducing the estimate to its present $107,120.00. 


Edward Upham and Bernard Campbell were present to answer questions 
pertaining to the Extension Service and Rep. Benton questioned their 
degree of satisfaction with the transfer to the Carlisle Building, 
eliciting the assurance that they were very happy there and looking 
forward to completion ‘tof ithemother half io fischer bin idinge 


Selectmen Irving Cross of Brentwood reported for the County's infor- 
mation that his town had saved $500.00 in the cost of printing its 
annual report and would be happy to advise anyone interested in how 
they, too, could achieve that saving. 


The increase in the farm's budget was attributed to the increased 
cost of fertilizer and grain by Will Ellsworth, the Farm Manager. 


Uses of some of the Crime Commission's funds were recited by Sheriff 
Sampson as having bought electric doors for the front of the Court- 
house, allowing closed-circuit TV coverage there after hours; a dis- 
patch center for the jail; a portable radio set for loan to towns 
when? thei rs#arevouts of -ordergeeta, 


The Conservation Commission's request was primarily for the cost of 
secretarial assistance and work of that nature, Mr. Upham advised. 
The Fire Training request for $1500.00 is for the mutual aid system; 


the same amount appropriated in 1974. 


Rep. Campbell spoke in behalf of the Family Planning group together 
with Rep. Blanchette, Human Services Subcommittee member, who ably 
represented that group with all pertinent information requested. 

Rep. Benton spoke on behalf of the Visiting Nurses Association and 
commended its services to those people who might otherwise have to 

go into nursing homes. Mrs. Rasmussen explained the Homemakers As- 
sociation request for $10,000.00 for its operation. Rep. Blanchette 
supported the needs of the Day Care Centers which had made requests 
Sorerunding in, toun areas, for a itotal of .$31,500.00). Abkb-ofiathe,fore- 
going service groups are in a questionable category awaiting the 
decision of the Tax Commissioner for direction on whether such ap- 
propriations might be considered illegal at the Countylevel. Newmar- 
ket Health Care might be excluded from that decision since it would 
be eligible under the funding for the elderly through the State 
Council on Aging, 


The $1800.00 requested for fertilizer, seed and shrubs was explained 
by Commissioner Roy as being necessary for the Spring completion of 
the landscaping around the Blaisdell Building, an area which has been 
graded and levelled and the loam spread. At this point the Farm Man- 
ager advised that an additional 10% should be added to that figure to 
allow for the increased cost of fertilizer. 


The $54,500.00 for the kitchen and supply room was broken down to 
$35,000.00 for a new dishwashing machine for the kitchen and $19,500. 
00 for installing new metal shelving In the supply room, necessary 
TOF conformance to the life safety code, Administrator Horrocks ex- 
plained. 


Rep, Parr reported that the request for $2000.00 would be only a 
loan since she expects to be able to replace it through the sale of 
special, commemorative ttems, A contest in the schools for a design 
to be chosen for a flag for Rockingham County is another of her com- 
mittee's plan: there are only three county flags in the state and 
Rockingham County has never had one, she said, Many other plans 
were outlined in long-neglected areas such as marking local, histor- 
ic landmarks. 


The special item for fire protection for the County Home buildings at 
a proposed cost of $430,000,00 was delayed until the arrival of some 
of the firemen in the mutual aid system. Their arrival introduced a 
detailed outline of the fire protection system which would include 
the installation of sprinkler and smoke detector systems in buildings 
pump house and fire hydrants; and water lines from the pond at the 
rear of the Home, Chief Fralic of Brentwood and Chief Donald Lane of 
Portsmouth were among the firemen who favorably recommended the total 
system while several members of the Convention and the general public 
spoke to the need for only a partial installation.

County Convention Chairman Boucher called the meeting to order at 
7:30 P.M. in the Hilton Auditorium of the County Home at Brentwood 
and instructed the clerk to call the roll.

The present system of obtaining signitures 
for each check processed; returning warrants to the bookkeeping mach- 
ine operator who draws the checks; transporting checks to the Treasurer 
in Exeter for signatures; and returning them to the Home for mailing 

or distribution - he declared a costly and unnecessary expense. The 
purchase of a second machine to be placed at the Courthouse office 
would eliminate most of the handling since the transportation would 

no longer be necessary. 


The machine purchased would be the same as the one in use and thus 

would not require additional supplies since a large amount of paper had 
been obtained at the time the first machine was acquired. No additional 
operator would be needed; the payroll clerk at the Home would be trans- 
ferred to the Commissioners! office with the new machine and the two 
women already trained on the first machine, will continue to operate it. 
The volume of 1700 checks per month would be divided between them. 


He quoted the cost of the machine at $19,680.00 less a 10% discount, or 
$17,721.00, which would be paid from the $49,399.00 Revenue Sharing 
balance, of which $20,715.00 was received as an unanticipated bonus at 
the end of last year. Its use would not be reflected in the taxes.

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ANNAUL REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF ROCKINGHAM COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


In conformity with the New Hampshire Revised Statues Annotated, 
the Commissioners herewith submit their report for 1975. 


The Commissioners are pleased to report that accomplishments 
during the past year reflect creditable on the County. 


The County Convention appropriated $430,000 toward the effecting 
of a fire protection system improvement for the County Home as rec- 
ommended by the Commissioners. This plan encompasses a pressurized 
water system utilizing the pond behind the Home tying into a series 
of hydrants around the Home complex and a complete sprinkler system 
for all of the Home, whereas prior there were sprinklers in the 
Mitchell and Underhill Buildings. As well, there are now rate-of- 
rise heat detectors in all jof the buildings, not.justytnes Blaisdem 
and Fernald Buildings as before. On each floor of each building will 
be hoses with fog nozzels which will allow County personnel to use 
them in the event of fire prior to the arrival of fire personnel from 
the Mutual Aid System. Additionally, there are smoke detectors at 
each of the fire safety doors. The pump house will have both an 
electric motor pump with a diesel driven back-up pump in case of 
electrical failure. 


The pumps will generate 130 Ibs. of pressure for the entire fire 
protection system. Adjacent to the pumps will be a gas-fired inciner- 
ator which meets all of the Federal and State E.P.A. requirements. 


The work for the fire protection system will be completed at a 
cost of some $85,000 under the appropriated $430,000. This was ef- 
fected by the Commissioners electing to have each phase of the project 
under individual contracts thus keeping overhead to a minimum and 
keeping other costs restricted to essentials without diminishing the 
effectiveness of the aim of the project. 


Under a mandate from the U.S. Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, the States were obligated to effect a cost related reimburse- 
ment system for nursing home welfare patients by July 1, 1976. The 
State of New Hampshire opted to have this system in place by July 1, 


1975. ‘This plan replaces a flat grant system which did not account eran 
the breadth of services provided for patients in the nursing homes nor 
for the quality of facilities and care. 


The ‘nursing homes, intermediate care facilities, were thus obiijd= 


ated to meet patient life safety requirements. Other homes were not 
able to meet these requirements nor were some able to effect plans to 
meet these requirements. The Commissioners, when this proposed change 


was first announced, »-met in Washington with Hob .W. ont oral sana 
presented them with cost factors which were already in effect in the 
Rockingham County Home and argued for these factors to be recognized 

and included in their plans. Ultimately, there were. This meant that 
the County today is receiving $24.75 per patient at the Home, reimbursed 
60% Federal, 20% State and 20% locally. Previously, the County was 
receiving $16.00 per day. The additional money thus received means that 
less local tax dollars are paid by the people of Rockingham County. 


A grant from the Governor's Commission on Crime And Delinquency 
funded under the Law Enforcement Assistance Act was received to conduct 


a study of the County Building and its utilization by, the various 
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Offices and Superior Court especially. The Court has for several 
years been asking for additional Courtroom space allocation within 
a new facility. The Commissioners await the results of this study 


being conducted by nine Rockingham County citizens. 


Bidding procedures have been instituted by the Commissioners, 
in addition to those required by law, these procedures for purchases 
under $300 have resulted in substantial monetary savings in the 
purchase of pharmaceutical products for the County Home.

TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF ROCKINGHAM COUNTY: 


1975 was a busy and productive year for the Rockingham County Registry 
of Deeds with the sale of real estate increasing during the latter part of 
the year. The apparent value of Rockingham County real estate transferred 
in 1975 totalled $147,261,673.00 as compared with the total of $122,358,286.00 
in 1974, as indicated by the transfer tax stamps. The volume of recordings 
increased from 22,418 in 1974 to 24,812 in 1975, indicating a 10.7% increase. 


Under my administration of the Registry of Deeds, the receipts turned 
over to the county treasurer in 1975 totalled $174,552.84, an increase of 
$10,787.10 from the previous year. Thus the county treasury realized a surplus 
of $14,680.20 from this department over the actual operating expenses of 
$159,872.64. In addition, $25,618.75 is encumbered for continuing restora- 
tion of the records.

THE SHERIFF'S DEPARTMENT me 


TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS: 


Each year, this department, like others in Rockingham County, must 
report increased activity in every phase of operation commensurate with 
the more than 39% increase in the population of this County since 1960. 


6,574 civil processes were received for service, many involving 
several defendant/respondents, which earned fees amounting to $118,507.98 
in gross income paid over to the County Treasurer, plus $5,718 paid for 
recording fees to the Register of Deeds. 


The number of calls, radio transmissions and teletype messages has 
reached the point where it is impractical to try to keep a count of them, 
and the numbers would serve no purpose since the need is well established. 


Of the 346 Grand Jury indictments handed down this past year, 107 
were obtained by the Sheriff's Department for criminal prosecution. Some 
of this number involved offenses against juveniles and were prosecution 
assisted by our juvenile officer (plus others handled at the district court 
level) who is concerned with child protection as well as with the apprehen- 
sion and correction of delinquent children. 


The full-time services of a female deputy have been added to this 
department this past year to aid in the investigation of sexual offenses 
against females, on the premise that a female victim can talk to another 
woman more easily than to a man. She will receive specialized training in 
that particular area in addition to the practical indoctrination she is 
already receiving. 


Our radio supervisor serviced 175 mobile radio units, 125 portable 
radios and 35 base stations throughout the County, including the large 


transmitting facility at Saddleback Mountain, He also transferred 106 
radio units from cruiser to cruiser for the various law enforcement com- 
munities in the County; provided flood lighting and emergency power in ten 


incidents involving four drownings, five fatal motor vehicle accidents and 
one fire adjacent to the Fremont Fire Station which interfered with the 
fire department's power supply. 


The Polygraph examiner began his testing operations in February,1975 
and, in his first year, administered 225 "lie detector'' tests, plus six 
special tests designed for police applicants. He is one of only nine 
Polygraph examiners in the State of New Hampshire. 


99 trips were made by Sheriff's deputies transporting prisoners to 
and from the State Prison, State Hospital and Valley Street and Thomaston, 
Maine facilities for women, as well as the uncounted number of trips 
between the County Jail and the Courthouse to deliver prisoners for appear- 
ances and trials. These trips contributed to the total cruiser mileage 
in excess of 600,000 miles for the year. 


Our official photographer has his own developing and printing lab- 
Oratory in this office and is on call for service to all the towns, 24 
hours a day, in connection with any investigations involving the accumula- 
tion of pictorial evidence for the benefit of an investigating officer.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MEDICAL DIRECTOR 
LEWES: 


This year represents another ''progress'' year in the medical 
care of patients in our institution. 

The members of the Medical Staff continue to provide daily 
clinical rounds, and have been supported by the assistance of 
two physician's assistants, Michael Lewis and Paul Sylvester. 

In addition to the glaucoma screening program, the speech 
therapist has evaluated hearing loss in patients by using the 
audiology machine recently acquired through the generosity of 
an anonymous contributor. 

The Radiology Department has been completed and will be 
functional in 1976. 

A dental department is presently being outfitted and staffed, 
and will take care of all general dental problems. 

A formal medical records department has been established 
and has met the requirements of the State law. Mrs. Emogene Clark 
is Medical Records Librarian and has kindly organized a new 
medical library which is essential in the basic medical education 
of all our staff.

DEPARTMENT OF PASTORAL CARE 
LOY 5 


The Department has had a meaningful year of ministry. In 
February, Rev. Sharon Freeto was added to the staff, working one day a 
week, Revs. Fisher and Freeto have visited all new residents, called 
on the wards weekly, counseled bereaved individuals (including family), 
consulted with the staff, and overseen two Sunday worship services. 
During religious seasons arrangements have been made for special services 
for the community. 

In-service training classes have learned of the Department's role 
in patient care. In May the Department presented a "Death and Dying" 
seminar to all three shifts. In April, Father Roland Hamel from Epping 
began responsibility for the Catholic Mass while Father Langevin con- 
tinuedmMtorvi sic. 

Local church involvement has been encouraged with numerous youth 
groups, choirs, and women's groups coming to the Home. A Bible study group 
meets every Wednesday, led by Carol Spofford. Twenty-two different clergy 
have been directly involved with the worship or visitation or both. A 
card file listing according to home town facilitates ward calling. 

The Chapel received 75 Pilgrim Hymnals from the Congregational 
Church in Lee. And in December a green handwoven linen altar cloth, made 
by Mrs. Eva Lique, was presented to the Chapel.

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ADMINISTRATOR'S SUMMARY 


We have come to the close of another year, and in retrospect 
would like to present some of the more important phases of the 
institution's developments during this year. 

Our ICF (Intermediate Care Facility) license was issued to 
the Home with the stipulation that our present Underhill Building 
be renovated to comply with those regulations. We are confident 
that this building will be in conformity with the regulations 
before the end of 1976, thus making the Home one of the finest, 
if not the finest, in the State of New Hampshire. 

In line with this goal, we have added a Medical Records Library 
with a full-time Librarian and also now employ a full-time Pharmacist. 
These, plus the addition of a Speech Therapist under contract from 
the Portsmouth Rehab Center, will all add immeasurably to the medical 
care the residents are now receiving. Plans for our X-ray and Dental 
Departments are almost complete and will be in operation shortly to 
benefit further all who reside here. Eventually we expect to have a 
Geriatrics Nurse Practitioner, undoubtedly the first in the State, 
to assist the staff physicians in alleviating their workload. 

A new procedure of bidding has resulted in substantial savings 
in our day-to-day operations. In addition, the conclusions of a 
comprehensive study of nursing hours was implemented, thus effecting 
a considerable saving without sacrificing patient care and still 
maintaining the Home above the national nursing staff average. 

We are most grateful to the citizens of Rockingham County for 
their evidence of interest and concern in the administration of the 
institution and the comfort and happiness of our patients through 
the many contributions of their volunteer time and donations. This 
tremendously increased desire of the citizens of the County to 
assist in these many ways is gratefully acknowledged by the adminis- 
tration and staff. 


In closing, |! wish to express to the County Commissioners my 
appreciation of their counsel and encouragement in carrying on the 
work of the institution. | also wish to convey my thanks to all 


employees for their continuing dedication and cooperation.

another hundred years.

A new electric locking system has been installed to control all 
access, doors in the,interior of the facility; additional, monitoripgeeeuee. 
ment is presently in the last phase of development, establishing an inter- 
com system throughout the facility; painting and sandblasting of the 
interior is almost completed and new fencing is being readied for erection 
in the eardy Spring: 


Although the interior of the Jail/House of Correction has been and 
is being modernized with all kinds of safekeeping devices and sanitary 
facilities, the human need for an outlet for energy, especially in the age 
group most often in custody, has led to unnecessary problems and could 
lead to even more severe problems unless these men can have the oppor- 
tunity to work off their youthful energy and frustrations through 
structured physical recreation. Books hold no interest for most of them, 
and those awaiting trial, who don't work, as well as sentenced men - 
whether or not they work, too often.spend their free time in thinking of 
ways to circumvent the rigid conditions of imprisonment by causing some 
kind of ''mischief'' - which they equate with excitement. Physical activity 
through recreation could fill that need and channel their energies to 
something other than troublemaking and vandalism. 


No modern facility houses convicted men in the same area with men 
who are awaiting trial, for reasons too obvious to go into. Although we 
are able to separate them by tier, it is not a true segregation and should 
be corrected. 


For thesé; and other reasons which I have set forth in®my vlet temeugo 
you, | am emphasizing the imperative nature of my request for immediate 
construction of an addition to the present facility. The need has been 
recognized for a number of years: now, action must be taken to satisfy 
the need. |! would appreciate your cooperation in presenting this request 
for the attention of the County Convention and the Building Committees
